"Dad" Uliott 
recently held meetings in a mission school here, and 1 heard this morning 











that a lot of Btudents there are saying that JELIiott is a man sent by the 
U.S.to spread a subtle peace propaganda in >order that foreign imperial¬ 
istic governments may carry on in China without opposition. 

Anti-foreign and anti-christian feeling is quite strong among 
students just at present .Christianity in China is at a standstill and will 
continue to be so until we oan make clear to the people that the Christian 
religion isnt in the least bit a tool of tlhe business and commercial inter¬ 
ests* of the countries" from which the missionaries come.I have been having 
some intensely interesting meetings with some of these anti-christian 
groups.Certainly if I were in the place of the Chinese student 1 would be 
as big a trouble maker as he is. 

Most of the missionaries here aae fast asleep.Your pamphlets 
are doing a fine thing for some *of them though.

My dear Mr. Page: 

The American Legion in Somerville has taken exception to your name on the 
program of speakers for the Forum, stating that you are a pacifist and radical, 
and has gone to the mayor about it. 

Because of the peculiar conditions there, I am afraid the only thing we can 
do is to cancel the meeting, to the keen disappointment of the Forum committee who 
were looking forward to your coming. But the Forum once before went on the rocks, 
during the war, because some of the community felt it was "red", and it has taken 
some four or five years to get the movement under way again. Also the mayor is 
a Canadian by birth, and I think that makes him extra cautious about doing anything 
that might be criticized as disloyal and un-American. I had the committee talk with 
Mr. Harold Marshall and Rev.Fred Atkins Moore about the situation, before they made 
any definite decision, and Mr. Marshall felt the only thing and the wisest thing 
to do, for the sake of the future of the forum, was to cancel. 


I hope this does not put you to inconvenience; I extremely regret the 
whole situation.

Dear Eeinie: 

Sherwood and I have just been having a long talk 
about our future plans. He is now strongly inclined 
to take a sabbatical year beginning at the end of the 
summer and spend, the next twelve months in serious and 
uninterrupted study. There is now a strong proba¬ 

bility that ho will do this. If so, this raises 
again the question as to whether or not we should try 
to get a small group to function continuously in 
study and writing. This caused us to raise the 

whole question of your relation to such a group. 

As Sherwood has already written to you, he is 
under s&oh a heavy financial burden that he cannot 
be responsible for more than $1000,00 toward your 
expenses another year. On the other hand, the 

more I think about it, the more I am inclined to 
believe that the question of your support can be 
solved if in seems wise that you should cut loose 
and work on the free lance basis. There would be 
some very great advantages in having you live here 
in New York beginning next fall. I v.ould be 
willing to come to Detroit and present this whole 
matter to two or three of your frionds in the hope 
of securing substantial contributions from them toward 
your budget. I would also be prepared to go and 

talk the matter over with certain of your friends in 
St. Louis, that is to say, I would be glad to be of 
any possible assistance in approaching a few persons 
on your behalf. 

If Sherwood does decide to take a year off, we 
would wofk out a series of Beminars, say for three 
long periods eaoh week.

1 wonder if fundamentally 
there is much difference, however, in this respect between 
tne present wan are in China and the great war in tbs ,;est 
except that in the latter case the conflict of thoir in¬ 
terests was between whole peoples instead of a few indivi¬ 
duals. 'then, too, this conflict of interests in the case 
of the great war was a more subtle and complicated affair. 
However } I believe that a fair analysis would show that 
intrinsically the tap-root of both struggle wars uracticallv 
the same. 


I am hoping that hr. Yui, Harvey and Dr. lee will 
set up with you and nddy definite plans regarding your visit 
to China. It is fortunate that you are not in the country now 
because our work is practically at a standstill in many cities. 

How did the seminar turn out this summer? I have 
seen notices of the large number in the party and one or two 
articles written by members of the party, hy thoughts have 
been with you often during the summer as you have carried on 
this very significant piece of work.

Knowing the discouragements and difficulties 
under which you work these days in the interests of peace, 

1 am taking the liberty of sending some info mat ion which 
I hope will recompense you for your Untiring efforts. 

You may recall that the afternoon preceding your platform 
address at the hake Geneva Student Oonference last June 
J granted a group interview to President Ebaheq of this 

college and a few others of us. As a result of that intern- 
view and of further reading which the President has been 
impelled to do on the subject of war, he has "got oonviction" 
on this subject. Accordingly he has arranged for four 
faculty members to present the issue from various 1 wsw a~JLd.

Sociology: Problems of Hacial and National 
Conflict.

Dear Kirby,— 

We are wondering, these days, what news you are getting from 
China, imagining scare head lines and long stories of armies 
and fighting. We sometimes think that perhaps you are getting 
more news about the "unpleasantness" than we do, for here the 
newspapers are rigidly censored and it seems impossible for us 
to learn just what is happening, except that there has b.een real 
fighting with all the modern trimmings of mines, bombs, aerop¬ 
lanes, trenches, tanks, men killed and wounded. 

As far as we can understand it, this seems to be a private 
war between Wu Pei Fu and Chang Tso Lin. Chang is anxious to get 
revenge for his defeat by Wu in 1922 while Wu is anxious to down 
a competitor for power and get the entire country under his 
control. Of course financial gains are involved if either one can 
extend his territory and secure control of the revenues of new 
districts. Wu is particularly anxious to get Shanghai under his 
control because of the wealth of that city and the fact that it 
is China's chief port of entry. Shanghai is in Kiangsu, a prov¬ 
ince loyal to Wu, but the city has been held by a general owing 
allegiance to the governor of Chekiang province. That governor 
has been semi-independent during the last few years though now 
he is naturally allied with Chang. 

Although the war may seem a personal fight between two men 
it is having a more wide-spread influence on the country than 
any previous "mid-summer madness". Men are being brought all the 
way from the Yangtze Valley to fight on the northern front. 
Chambers of Commerce throughout the northern provinces are being 
assessed by Wu for a "contribution" to the "national" forces. 
Even transportation has been commandeered, next year's taxes 
have been collected and in some places even a capital tax has 
been levied on the farmers. 

In Peking life goes on about as usual. Going around the 
streets one would never know that there was a war except for the 
fact that many of the automobiles carry the flag of some foreign 
nation, while the few horse carts that are out practically all 
have a flag showing that they belong to some organization that 
has made arrangements that their carts shall not be commandeered. 
In the districts around Peking it is said that the farmers have 
had b0% of their live stock taken and that most of the camels 
from the Western Hills have been sent to the front. 







We had a little personal experience with the war for host¬ 
ilities started while we were off in the interior on a trip to the 
city of Jehol (pronounced rerher). We had a glorious undisturbed 
two weeks of travel through fine country, camping out or stopping 
in temples, saw the famous Eastern Tombs of the Manchu emperors 
at Ma Lan Yu, and explored the palaces and big Lama temples of 
Jehol, the summer resort of the emperors. 

At Jehol we heard that there had been some skirmishing 150 
miles North, but were assured that we could go down the Lan River 
to Lan Hsien where we could get the railroad for Peking.- We had 
a lovely three days on the river, floating thru big gorges and 
shooting many rapids. Our boatmen were greatly afraid that they 
were going to be commandeered and were continuously asking for 
news of the districts ahead. As far as we could hear everything 
was quiet and we had no idea of the tremendous movement of troops 
that was taking place on the railroad. 

We came within sight of Lanhsien late in the afternoon. As 
we rounded the last bend in the river we heard explosions and 
the buzz of an aeroplane high up in the air. We first thought 
of anti-aircraft guns, but soon realized that it was a bombing 
raid with the railroad bridge as the objective. Fortunately we 
were well away from the bridge although we were close enough to 
hear the swish of the last bomb as it came through the air. 

Later two more planes came over with bombs, but we kept our boat 
away from the bridge until after dark and by morning we were 
well on our way. The three planes dropped about 25 bombs, but 
they were small ones and the only damage we heard of was a 
scratch on one man’s leg. 

The excitement of the air raid helped to carry our party 
over thirty-six hours of hard railroad traveling to Peking. From 
Lanhsien to Tangshan we travelled in a baggage car attached to 
an ambulance train, taking with us the wife of the station master 
at Lanhsien. I wish you could have seen us getting loaded on to 
the train. We had found men to carry our camping outfit,—tents, 
beds, bedding rolls, food,—from our boat to the station platform, 
but when we had to make the move to the train there were no coolies 
in sight. It was "The White Man’s Burden" for us that night and 
Clark Brockman and I with a tent pole between us carried our 
stuff about a quarter of a mile down the railroad yards. 

From Tangshan to Tientsin and from Tientsin to Peking we 
were on passenger trains but dragged along giving right of way to 
innumerable troop trains. It took us from seven-thirty in the 




evening until four in the morning to cover the seventy-five 
miles from Tientsin to Peking, hut after three weeks of camping 
some of our party thought nothing of climbing into the baggage 
rack and sleeping for part of the trip. 

The troop trains were made up of rolling stock from all the 
railroads in North China. In fact some of the roads were so 
depleted that they had no regular trains running. It seemed an 
endless procession of trains filled with carts, horses and men 
with once in a while a few carloads of camels, some field 
artillery and even some aeroplanes. 

We learned that practically all the carts and horses had 
been commandeered by the army. Even men were commandeered for 
coolie service. At some of the stations we saw cars full of 
them, crowded in, many times locked in, with but little to eat. 
They had been grabbed and sent off because two military 
commanders wanted to settle an old score, tho by requirement 
Wu’s men are called "The National Forces" and Chang’s "The 
Rebels". 

Feng Yu Hsiang, the Christian General, took his men north 
by road. They went thru the country without disturbance, paying 
for what they got and building, with the help of the villagers, 
an auto road as they went. In fact one old farmer described 
them as "Girl Soldiers" saying that they would never fight, they 
did not even maltreat the populace. 

We are told that some 120,000 men have been sent to the 
front and the first rush of mobilization is over, but passenger 
traffic is still greatly delayed. We will probably become well 
acquainted with the station platform while waiting for Laurence 
and Catherine Sears, Betty’s sister and her husband. They are 
supposed to arrive in Peking to-day or tomorrow and will join 
us in language study. He is coming out to be the Religious Work 
Secretary of Princeton-in-Peking. 

During the last two weeks we have been busy getting settled 
in our home for the year. We are fortunate in having a house in 
the residence compound of the Peking Union Medical College, a 
well built foreign style house with furnace heat and even running 
water that can be drunk without boiling. Another doctor’s family 
that is home this year has willed us their servants so that even 
though we have to spend most of our day studying Chinese the house 
runs easily and well. It ought to be a great winter for us.

I am sorry that we failed to meet in London. I 
sent a message by telephone to ask whether you could 
have tea with me one day but I did not get a reply. 
Possibly it failed to reach you. 

In regard to the possibility of a cheap edition 
of my book, I am agreeable to any plan that will advance 
the cause of interracial friendship. I had a communica¬ 
tion in a similar sense from Mott as the result of an 
appeal made by Mr Alexander. I said in reply that I felt 
that it was primarily a matter for the American publishers. 
If they agree to any ar- angement I do not think that I 
shall be disposed to make any difficulty. Possibly they 
will wish that the book should have a run for several more 
months in its more expensive edition and there may be 
advantages in this course since, in that form, it may be 
more likely to reach the serious students o r the subject 
whom I specially had in view in writing the hook. An 
early cheap edition might suggest that the book was more 
in the nature of propaganda. But I am ’-'idling to be 
guided in the whole matter by the judgment of frienis in 
America who know what "'it 1 best serve the general cause.

We haft a wonderful day In Cleveland 
yesterday. At noon, Sherwood and I both 
/ spoke before a group of thirty business men 
la the union League Club. This oluh la one 
of the most conservative slabs anywhere In 
the country. Moat of the thirty were uuaksrs. 
I Ted tore to eay that the kind of addresses 
we gave hare never been given before la 
the sacred precincts of that institution. 

In the afternoon we spoke to a group 
of women at the Quaker meeting house. Both 

of these gatherings went unusually well. 

We are certain to get not less than §6,000 
out of the two meetings, and have reason to 
believe that we will get eight or nine 
thousand. You will remember that I told you 
we were hoping to get §5,000. 

I get home last night all right and 
expoot to be here most of the time for the 
next three weeks. The men are still working 
on the house and ought to he finished in 
another week or two. You remember the 
little cubby hole where we had the ics-box? 
Well, we have enlarged that about five times, 
putting In a double window whioh lights up 
the kitchen very much. We have taken off the 
porch at both sides of the house. This also 
giveB us a good deal of extra light. We are 
having the whole house painted on the outside. 
The other side of the house Is being re- 
papered. We are enclosing the front poroh 
with glass In the winter and screens in the 
summer. Altogether, the house looks vary 
different now. When you come up to see ua 
in the spring, you will hardly know the place. 
You will remember that your visit last year 
was juet the first of a series of annual 
visits. We are counting upon you without

Dear Mr. Page, 

I have been feeling somewhat anxious about 
our failure to meet, feeling that the responsibility 
rests entirely with me and am indeed grieved that the 
meeting did not take place. When your first letter 
reached me, sent from Geneva on August 13th, it had 
travelled around from Xi’lorence to a place in the 
mountains of Switzerland, where I had been taken 
with a serious illness beginning with a rheumatic 
fever. I had no thought thBn but that I should cer¬ 
tainly be able to come back to Florence before Sep¬ 
tember JO, the date that you set for our meeting, 
and I had just time to telegraph you in Paris the 
day before you would leave there for the Balkans, 
according to the schedule you sent me. I telegraphed 
you that I would be happy to meet you in Florence on 
oeptember 20, but do not know if you received the 
telegram. I grow much worse, however, and the doctor 
had to come from Florence to get me away but could 
only for the time being take me a3 far as a sanatorium 
in Meran. I waited there until the last moment, but 
iinally decided upon making a desperate effort to get 
home on the evening of the lGth, with the hope that 
I could meet you on the 20th„ According to the sched¬ 
ule you sent me you were to arrive in Venice on the 
evening of the IGth. Accordingly I asked a young Boston 
artist who is living in Venice to meet you and your 
associates in your mission at the train and to give 
you the letter which I herewith enclose. He met the 
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train but you were not there. And, as it happened, 

I was so giuch worse on the 20th that the meeting 
would have been impossible in any case. Only just 
now am I slowly emerging into a convalescent state, 
where such a meeting would be possible. 


All this is to explain to you how the 
failure came about, so far as my part in it is 
concerned, and to express my profound regret and 
real sorrow that we did not meet, as I had aro much 
to do with the Ealkan peoples during'the war and 
in one case especially, where I acted on President 
Wilson's.behalf. Besides, I should like to have 
talked with you about the whole world situation, 
and to have stated to you quite clearly what seemed 
to me America's apostacy and responsibility in the 
matter, and wherein it seems to me America's oppor— 
still lies, even in the eleventh hour.

Ifhen I left the Convention Saturday I wag t a loss to know 
as to what to write you or wire you. I sent -you a copy of the 
daily paper on what was done on the Tra,r Issue. I did not say a 
word publicly but worked like a trojan with members of the Com¬ 
mittee to avoid pitfalls, and succeeded on some but not on others. 

Your resolution went thru with the Conscience Clause 
stricken out. We could do nothing before the Committee. There -were 
two women on with boys in army and a pastor with two army Chaplains 
in his Church. 

When the resolution reached the General Resolution Com¬ 
mittee, they eliminated a ; sympathetic clause in behalf of Army 
Chaplains but left in the Clause making the Committee fifteen and 
placing two Army Chaplains on it. We tried to get xsrcus the res¬ 
olution recommitted to the Committee but the audience was swept 
away with speed and would hear to nothing thd several definite, 
convincing speeches were made in behalf of recommitting. 

A group of fellows were fighting before the Committee 
to get thru a conscience clause to be reported as a supplemental 
matter at the final business meeting on Saturday afternoon. As 
to its fate I do not know. 

ITow it depends as to the complexion of the Peace Commis¬ 
sion appointed by the new President. Just went to the ’phone 
and learned from one of our folks who was in the Convention, that 
J. H. Goldner, iiuclid Ave. Church, was elected President and the 
next Convention was heheduled for Oklahoma City, row I think 
Mr. Goldner is amenable to suggestions on the Committee matter. 

I know him well and think I shall write him. He and I have been 
good friends. bet, I hesitate to write him, not knowing wjgat 
word of yours thru Taylor and others may have reached him on 
this matter. Wish you could see him and talk with him. Put on 
the Committee the two Chaplains that belong to that committeeman's 
Church, who reside in California, and they would never be able to 
get to the Commissi on meeting, if the majority were in the bast or 
central section of the country. 

I am driven wild with detail work that a stenographer 
could do, just now. Some of these times I am going to have a 
stenographer or secretary, and then have about twice the time for 
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reading, calling and. sermon8,>new have.

Your letter of last spring arrived all right, but I have been pretty 
busy, and am especially so just now as our furlough plans have"had to 
be changed so that we are coming home in January instead of May as we 
had planned. 


Thank you also for the very fine report of the trip to 
Europe which you took this past summer. There is nothing that I 
would like better than to get in on such a trip while home on furlough 
but I don’t suppose it would be possible. 

The "grave consequences" which Mr* Hanihara talked about 
surely seemed to have been brought about all right. Unless the 
Christian forces of America are strong enough to see that some satis- - 
factory and just change is brought about in the present situation it 
is very difficult to quite foresee how the position of America in its 
moral and spiritual leadership in the Par East can again be attained. 

On top of this fact of Congress' action, and together with 
it several things have come along which to say the least haven’t helped 
to give Jan an a very good opinion of America these days. Just at 
that ti me every steamer landing at Japan dumped off thousands of peic- 
es of mail matter, on every one ®rf which was the U.S.P.O.Dep’t stamp 
"Let's go - Citizen's Military Training Camps". Then came along the 

"brill i ant (?)" Mobilization day scheme, which of course was given a 
good deal of publicity out here. Then Wilbur goes out west and says 
that the next war America must prepare for is to be fought in the Pacif¬ 
ic, whi ch of course had its obvious implications. 

The worst phase of it all is that the hands of the liberal 
far-seeing, progressive and anti-militaristic forces in Japan have had 
their cause and fight set back in a most discouraging way. If any 
future trouble should arise, the world must hold responsible that bunch 
of politicians in Washington who didn’t give a "hang” what Japan or the 
rest of the world thought or felt. 

I hope to see you personally sometime early next

Dear Kirby: 


I am back in the office and have your two favors of October 
14th. Your suggestion o& a summer conference somewhere on the lake 
strikes me as very fine. I believe we wouid have more trouble in con¬ 
fining it to one hundred than in securing that number. 

I will endeavor to get a few men together here who will be 
interested in both Dr. Wolfers and Mr. Vitakobic and see if ways and 
means can be planned to give them a hearing that will have some money 
in it. We can give them hearings easily enough, but to get audiences 
to pay one hundred dollars is quite another proposition. On top of 
that fee we would have to provide all local expenses such as, auditorium, 
advertising, tickets, etc. Of course were I at home all, or even a 
major part,of the time I could manage some of these things by the dint 
of persistent energy. 

Enclosed is a copy of the peace resolution as it finally squeezed 
through the committee on recommendations. As I feared, they cut out the 
conscientious objectors clause, watered the one concerning the church and 
war down to piffle and packed our committee with two chaplains from the 
military arm of the goverment* 

We did our best. I got some two hundred men together in a 
parlor at the Hotel Cleveland on the night before the committee acted and 
they stayed in session until one o f cl6ok in the morning. I put James Crain 
and ex-chaplain, who saw as much service as any man in the A. E. E, and 
who is neither a pacifist nor a conscientious objector, up to defend the 
C. 0. clause. He did about the best job I ever heard done, but the re¬ 
action against the clause regarding the church and war and the C. 0. clause 
was so great that we did not receive a haltf: dozen votes in the committee. 
The two chaplains were put on as a rareback from your clause on the church 
and war. 


Abe declared at first that he would have no authority to appoint 
the committee of ten, but we persuaded him to undertake it. He accepted 
the list you had prepared and was ready to name them when the amendment 
came in, making it a committee of fifteen with such directions regarding 
the personel as is given above. Of course putting in two chaplains is 
■unutterably bad, but the reaction of the overwhelming majority of the 
committee against what they termed the radicalism in your resolution dis¬ 
possessed them of reason and we seemed unable to make a dent upon them.

My dear Mr.Page: 


I suppose you have already learned 
thru the press concerning the resolution as to war which 
was finally passed by the International Convention of 
the Disciples of Christ. The resolution as finally passed 
was the same as the one prepared by you with the follow¬ 
ing exceptions. 

1- The clause relating to the recognition of 
the right of the individual to follow his own conscience, 
was eliminated. 

2- The word discouraged, was substituted for 
the word sanction, and the clause relating to the church 
not blessing the weapons of war, was stricken out. 

3- . The committee was enlarged to fifteen, and 
it was specified that five were to be laymen, five womep, 
and five ministers, one of which should be a chaplain 

of the United States army and the other a chaplain of the 
United States navy. 

I regret that part in regard to the 
recognition of the right of the individual to follow his 
own conscience, had to be stricken out After the resolu¬ 
tion was passed, Crane of Wilkesbarre put in a separate 
resolution as to the right of the individual to follow 
his conscience in time of war. The majority of my group 
was against it and I submitted a minority report to the 
committee on recommendations. This committee was opposed 
to it by a vote of two thirds. It went to the floor of 
the convention with a recommendation of the committee 
not to approve and on my suggestion', Crane moved to table 
it, and so it was, I was quite sure that the convention 
would vote against it and I thought it better to table 
it without a vote thanto have that great body go on record 
against the right of the individual to follow his conscience. 

I did not want to see the word sanction, 
stricken out and the word discouraged substituted, as it

took the heart out of it somewhat. However it is the 
best I could get done. 

It was against my wish that the committee 
was enlarged and especially against my wish that a chap¬ 
lain of the army and navy should be on the committee. 

I was not able to prevent it however. In my judgement, 
no chaplain of the army or navy will feel like serving if 
the committee really functions. 

C.C.Morrison said to me after the reso¬ 
lution was-passed that he was quite pleased, not in that 
it was as strong as he would have liked to have seen it 
but that it was so much better than was gotten at lex- 
ington last spring. It is at least a beginning. Let 
us hope for better things. 

The important thing now is to get a good 
committee appointed. Jacob Goldner of Cleveland is the 
Chairman of the International Convention of the Dis¬ 
ciples for next year. Graham Frank is the Secretary. 

A.E.Corey is also on the committee. The other members of 
the Executive committee I do not remember. Some one 
who is interested should take this matter up with some 
of the members of the committee and see to it that the 
right kind of a committee is appointed. I do not think 
I am the fellow to do this but if you will write me as 
to whom you think should be on the committee and your 
ideas how to go about securing the appointment, I shall 
be very glad to do anything in ray power.

refusal to consider a pronouncement on the League. 
Well, this is all the more reason we should exert 
ourselves to the limit. I make the prediction 
that within five years our Convention will en¬ 
thusiastically pass a resolution containing the 
three major items which we cut out this year. 

It will be interesting indeed to see 
who is appointed on the Committee of Fifteen. If 
the Executive Coranittoe will appoint ChaplAins 
like Marvin 2ansbury of New Orleans, the Committee 
will be able to do somefhing effective.

I am glad to know that your first book is 
already being translated into French. I have written at onoe 
to Conrad Hoffmann,at Geneva, as you suggest. We were asso¬ 
ciated together in Y.M.C.A. Prisoners of war work,during the 
war, and I am very glad that he is sharing my ooncern for 
the circulation in France of your books. 

I still must acknowledge that I have not yet 
read the new one on the Abolition of War, but want to do so 
promptly and can then advise whether it would seem advisable 
to publish it here. 

Just a word about "The Sword or the Cross". 

It has seemed to one of my colleagues that an adaptation, 
rather than a translation, would better fit the need here. 
Several parts of the book might be very much cut down; on the 
other hand, one or two subjects (for example,that of patrio¬ 
tism) which you deal with rather briefly, might be suitably 
expanded. If we maltreated your text in this way, might we 
send you a oopy of our proposed version for your criticism 
and, we should hope, approval ? You will, of course, reco¬ 
gnize that, in different countries, the different points 
raised in a book of this character do not have the same rela¬ 
tive importance.

In spite of the fact that all are anxious that 
such a talk as we have proposed be given here and that the 
students have an opportunity to meet you personally and hear ycnr 
views I find that they are not unanimous concerning the 
advisability of bringing anyone of your known views here under 
the auspices of The Wisconsin Union. The reasons for this, I 
must admit, are rather well founded, though they are too involved 
for a complete explanation. Suffice it to say that, in its 
capacity as the organization of All the mem in the university, 
the Union does not feel that its function is to take sides or 
spread' propaganda of any nature on any great current problem 
on whcih the students themselves are taking Sides.

My dear Mr. Page: 

During the convention at Cleveland I had wanted to 
have a conference with you, but I understood that you 
left the convention early. I had want-el to see if it. 
would be -possible for you to arrange to make us a visit 
in Bloomington. I am interested in the work you are 
trying to do and I should like to have your presentation 
here. Bloomington is the home of the Indiana State 
University. That in itself offers an opportunity from 
your point of view. The general atmosphere of the 
University is particular?/ 1 militaristic; i-s very pro¬ 
nounced "Peace by Preparedness". 

A small group of us here feel that a more active 
counter-movement should be on foot. I should like to 
have some suggestions from you for formation of that. 

One of the professors has suggested the organization 
of a liberal group with purposes not merely for out¬ 
lawry of war, but for consideration of questions of 
social progress. 

I appreciated the copies which were sent to my 
address giving your analysis of the European situation 
last summer and your analysis of the Bear East situation. 
Especially was I interested in the 1 at er for I had 
spent a portion of the year 1539-1920 in the Hear.East 
mi Turkey. I am quite anxious to get all this first 
hand information from there and in feet any which has 
to deal with our international relationships.

My Near Mr. Page:- 

Language is inadequate to express my appreciation 
for your kindness to me and for your interests in my worldly and 
religious perplexities. I feel honored to have you spend your time 
in talking with me and- in being concerned about my problems. Please 
know that I appreciate it far more than I am able to say. 

I reached home last Friday, not in. a spirit of having 
been defeated, but rather in the belief that such was the most prac¬ 
tical move at this stage of the game of "getting set in just what 
expresses best the real purpose of my life". I sincerely feel that 
my trip to New York City was well worth the time, money, and energy 
spent. I believe I have now a better understanding of just what I 
should, and can best, do; however, I realize that I have scarcely 
started to learn anything about the realities of life. There are 
many, many things for me to learn — things that are learned by ex¬ 
perience alone. And yet one can learn them without wandering forever 
along a path of aimless confusion. There is no reason why anyone should 
be materially affected by an endlessly shifting mood. There is no 
reason why one should drift along the stream of fancy. An objective, 
honorable and praiseworthy, definite and real, approached along' gentle¬ 
manly and Christian paths, alone can give promise of accelerated pro¬ 
gress. In approaching such an objective one should learn to endure 
with smiling composure the near presence of people who, and things and 
circumstances which, are distasteful to him. One should not be goad¬ 
ed on# by his sense of strange importance, but should forge upward 
believing that right and honorable efforts toward a right and honor¬ 
able goal will give him all the importance a human is entitled to. 

In the light of my desires since early boyhood it 
would seem that my profession is that of practicing law. I have nev¬ 
er been able to get entirely away from that desire. I had it before 
I entered West Point; I had it during my four years there, but to¬ 
ward the end of my course I began to think that perhaps I had better 
accept a commission in the Regular Army and see what that profession 
had to offer me, since I had for four years prepared for it. I enter¬ 
ed the service with the intention of staying a .year or two and per¬ 
haps longer, depending on how I suited it and it suited me, and v r ith 
the -idea that if I did get out I wou^d start the study and practice 
of Law. But I soon realized that the time spent in the Army in time 
of peace was simply thrown away as far as any other profession was 
concerned. It is a life of idleness , sham, and pretense in time of 
peace. Though the reason assigned to any army being maintained is 
protection, really the fundamental function it has is to destroy and 
not to construct. After resigning,the idea came to me that the pro¬ 
fession of law was not so noble a calling after all — it has been 
so abused by modern lawyersI I then considered Y.M.C.A. work, Social 
Service work, teaching, finance, journalism, and business, - Y.M.C.A,. 
w.ork coming first. Then I was confronted again with my religious 
views; and also I was not sure that I could enter the work with a 
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sincere; intention, of making it a life work. And 
siderations I found myself drifting back to the 
practice Ian, and determining to do it,as all professions 
followed, in an honorable and. serviceable way. 

Therefore I am home now with these plans: Work and save 
money here this year and enter Law School next fall and try to get 
my degree,then start practice. 1 am faced with the problem of getting 
enough money 'to go to a law school; I haven't any myself,- and ray Fath¬ 
er is at present in a bad way financially. I shall try to borrow the 
money. I must find someone with it and someone who has confidence in 
my sincerity and in my ability to make good. It is rather a dark, 
unpromising view I have now — only my desires and determination keep 
me from discouragement. Ify hopes are unabandoned; my pride unabated. 


As. to my religious views. They seem to take on more 
reality and meaning as this problem of life grows more absorbing and 
more complex. I find a greater solace in my private prayers. And then 
I am reminded that at every time in my life when concrete problems 
have grown perplexing and serious, I have flown to prayer for refuge 
and light; and when things move along smoothly, and life seems al¬ 
most a. bed of roses, I find myself engulfed in a sea of misgivings 
as to religion and the value of prayer. Is it that I am a coward? 
a hypocrite? I find that your theory is about the nearest approach 
I know to religion as "a mode of living" rather than "a system of 
theology". -I cannot say that I agree with you absolutely, nor can 
I state wherein I differ with you. It is simply that I am not old 
enough in religious reasoning to understand or accept any theory 
concerning it. It seems that, to be fair and honest about it,- I 
must remain for a while longer in the ranks of the agnostics. 

I shall return the little book, "CONSTRUCTIVE REV¬ 
OLUTION OF JESUS", to you as soon as I have finished reading it. 

I received the little book, ";3Y AN UNKNOWN DISCIPLE", and appre¬ 
ciate it very much. I have not read all of it yet, but have enjoy- 
ed{|SO far.

Bear Harold; 

While T was la Detroit on Mo a da.v, I had 
the pleasure of a good visit with your mother* 

I was so glad to hear the latest news from you* 

I was sorry to hear that you and Laura had both 
been having bad health, but am gratified to know 
that both of you are feeling much better now* 

It is very interesting to know that you are study¬ 
ing the language this year. I suppose it is more 
interesting to hear about it than it is to study 
it, from all I have heard about the difficulties 
of the Chinese language* 

I talked with your moth r about the possi¬ 
bility of securing financial assistance from the 
two of you* You will recall that at one time, 
you were making definite plans to assume a con¬ 
siderable share of my budget, but that eireum- 
stances prevented your carrying out this desire* 

My present situation is briefly this; per nearly 
four years Shervood has been carrying my budget. 

He is finding himself under increasing pressure 
and it is more and more difficult for him to con¬ 
tinue my support. I think you know that he is 
still responsible for raising a very large sum 
each year for the Foreign Department of the Y.V*C.A* 
In addition' he has assumed outside obligations 
of various sorts amounting to nearly $40,000 per 
year. Moreover, he' Is finding himself more and 
more under thettack from business men and for this 
reason, it Ib increasingly difficult for him to 
raise money. I think you know that the Chicago 
Association has been taking the lead in an effort 
to get him ousted from the Y.M.C.A. beeause of 
his uncompromising stand os war and on the indus¬ 
trial question. He is also under very severe 
fire from the conservative forces in theology, and 
in addition is being severely attacked by the EU 

f lux Elan and others for his stand on the race 
oastion. 

All of these items combined make it 
necessary for me to assume responsibility for 
raising a good share of my own budget* My salary, 
travelling expenses, stenographer's salary, and 










office expense amount to approximately $7,000 
per year* 

We are also making a very seriotiB effort 
to secure a fund of $10,000 with which to send 
copies of our recent little book, "The Abolition of 
War" to more than 100,000 ministers, teachers, 
editors and other leaders of public opinion through¬ 
out this and other countries* We sent you copies 
of this pamphlet as soon as It appeared from the 
press and hope that they reached you safely* From 
It you will see that Sherwood has reached the 
absolutist decision concerning war and has joined 
the Fellowship of Boconelllatlon* We are getting 
many expressions of opinion concerning the little 
book and bell ere that its widespread distribution 
would be of great value at this time. 

I think you know that there has been a very 
dramatic change in public opinion concerning this 
whole question of war during the last two years* 
Fourteen of the great national assemblies of the 
various denominations passed vigorous resolutions 
on war this year* Thousands of ministers are now 
declaring publicly from their pulpits that they will 
not support another war* I think we are entering 
a period with reference to war parallel te the 
decade from 1820 to 1840 when the sentiment against 
slavery changed more rapidly than in the previous 
several hundred years. It is gratifying to me to 
be told that my own efforts are helping at least 
a little in changing public opinion* You will be 
interested to know that freest Johnson, Roseaxeh 
Secretary of the Federal Council of Churches, told 
me that he thought my little book on war had had 
more to do with the change of attitude on the part 
of the churches than any other single factor* The 
book has now been translated into French, German, 
Danish, Swedish and Chinese* 

I am dividing my time between continuous 
study, writing and speaking* I am having tea times 
a8 many Invitations to speak as I can possibly 
accept* Last week I had the privilege of speaking 
before 2,000 girls at Smith College* The week 
before, I spoke before eight different eolleges 
within three days* Last Bummer I had a platform 
address at four of the Studsnt Conferences and am 
benelged with invitations from eolleges all over 
the country* I am reserving a considerable propor¬ 
tion of my time for writing, since it seems likely 
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that I can do mors good this way* I am also 
making a wary eariouB effort to get at the roots 
of seme of our international and economic problems 
and am studying continuously* The experience of 
the past three years has fully convinced me that 
I can render more service by working as a free 
lance than by being attached to same organization 
or institwtion* 

In the light of your expressed hope to be 
able to have a share is my budget and is vies of 
the very serious need at this time, T talked with 
your mother and now write to you to ask if together 
you could asswne a share of my expenses, say, 
f£,000 or $3,000 per year* Your mother told me 
something of the demands that are being made upoa 
you* You will know the relative importance of my 
work as compared with other calls that are being 
made upon you* I shall await your answer with 
muoh eagerness*

My Dear Mr. Page: 

Your last letter came to me a few days ago, and 
I was very much pleased to hear from you again and to be assured 
that you still remembered this young fellow who is having such a 
struggle with the perplexities of life and o±' the mind.. I also had 
a very fine letter from Mr. Kaighn not so long ago. 

I am returning to you, under separate cover, the 
little book, "The Constructive Revolution of Jesus". I have found 
it a most helpful friend in studying the view-point of Jesus in re¬ 
gard to the concrete problems of life. I have never seen such a 
book that took up so well the relation of Jesus to all the phases 
of man’s activity -- mental, religious, ritualistic, and economic, 
and also political. I do not wonder that you think so well of it, 

now when you are trying to find out just how Jesus thought and re¬ 

acted to the concrete problems of life. 

Those principles of Jesus; (1) The practical 
recognition of God as the universal Father, (2) The unique value 
of the spirit of man, (jj) The love of others as one loves one’s 
self, and (4) The kingship of service, give ; one the best and 
only mode of living, and,I am persuaded to believe, all the theo¬ 
logy one needs. They are expressed in that Biblical passage, "Do 
justly, love mercy, and walk humbly with thy God." That has been 

the motto of many great and accomplished meij.,- men who were not 

so much concerned over the mystery of life, death, birth, here¬ 
after, virgin-birth of Christ, etc., but who were anxious to live 
this life as it should be lived, and by so living make this a bet¬ 
ter and a safer place in which to live. How, I cannot say that I 
am so greatly concerned over what shall be my religious views, over 
finding and accepting a set and rigid system of theology, but, I am 
deeply interested in.being able to live my life as the best of me 
dictates, of living it so that my better nature will not condemn 
it. With that determination I expect to succeed at whatever I under¬ 
take; I expect to win fame and comfortable livelihood in my chosen 
work, not from having worked for that, but from having worked to 
serve others, to perform well my task, to keep my life cleansed of 
selfishness and vanity. How that is hard for any man, but it is all 
a part of living this life. A man has all he can possibly do to live 
up to that motto, without worrying himself over some non-practical 
theology, over points that have no bearing on the living 1 of his life. 

As to that muchly discussed phrase, "My country - 
ma.v it always be right — but my country, right or wrong". I am one 
who sincerely says, "I am for my countryl" I say just that much, and 
just that much I mean and no more than that witn regard to my country. 
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And when I say I am for my country I "believe I say I am for what is 
right and just. If my country is not right, then I look to the time 
when it will be in all its affairs, and I propose to do all in my 
power, however small that may be, to make it so. I may be narrow 
in my moral and political conceptions, but I believe that these 
United States of America stand for what is right and just to all. 

I believe that justice to all, better living for all, and mercy are 
loved by this nation. Of course there are among our high government 
officals, and always have been, men who serve and follow principles 
not in keeping with what is right and just. I would not let that fact 
divorce me from the service of this country in time of peace or troub¬ 
le any more than I would let it divorce me from serving what is right, 
for I say I believe this nation, in purpose and in heart, stands for 
the highest standards of living. 

That discussion would lead me on into stating what I 
believe about those in this land who seek to overthrow our social 
system, block the road we are tryirg to follow to a better day, who 
are forever denouncing the methods of government as cruel, unjust, 
selfish, and not worthy of support. To me it seems that they are 
trying to "correct” the evils of this present system by pulling out 
the foundation stone and allow the whole structure to fall in a heap 
of ruins, instead of beginning at the top and doing it in an order¬ 
ly manner, in a way that will cause the least disturbance. And many 
refuse to defend this country on such as excuses. Now that is just 
what, it seems to me, my good friend Baldwin did. I have told him 
how I felt about the matter, so you need have no fear that I am speak¬ 
ing to his back criticisingly. 

Now, I realize that in time of war we hear only our 
side of the question — all is wrong but what we do, etc. Still I 
cannot believe that this country would champion anything that is 
not honorable. If I should know that it did, I am sure I would re¬ 
fuse to serve. What I have sworn to do in reference to my military 
service is to uphold the Constitution of the United States, an in¬ 
strument that is built upon justice to all. 

Pardon me for trying to express, in my humble way, 
a sea of thoughts and ideas. I trust you are not too much bored 
with trying to get at what I'm talking about. I could write more, 
but I must not now. I hope, in my next letter, to say something, 
about my ideas on your books on War. I have not had an opportunity 
to read them very carefully yet. 

I am close in behind a place to teach either Mathe¬ 
matics or History next year. By teaching I hope to be able to.earn 
and learn at the same time. I may not make a go of it this time, 
but I T m giving it a t ry.
